If w-e spoke of our intention to <lefend 
ounselve.s our enemies would say it 
wa.s the voice of German militarism. 
In time the proposed league of na­ 
tions would be a league opposed to 
Germany.” J'here was declared to be 
an absence of enthusiasm during the 
speech of von Kuehlman, who preced­ 
ed Hertling.

It is folly to si'ek to divorce 
the 
small village from the rural communi­ 
ty around it and in the service 
of 
which the village finds its only excuse 
for exi.stence, declared Dr. Hermann 
N. Morse of New York before the war 
conference on rural .social activities at 
and M. college last night. 
His 
theme was “Social Justice in the Rural 
Community,” and his first point was 
that it is impossible to get the best 
re.Kults when the social life of 
the 
rural precincts is based upon neigh­ 
borhood boundaries, as that unit is too 
small to permit a succe.ssful grappling 
with the big problems of rural life. 
Among the other points stressed by 
Dr. Morse were that a rural communi­ 
ty needs expert special service, ren­ 
dered hy persons who are naturally 
rural-min<led and of fairly permanent 
residence in the community they seek 
to .serve; the farm er must have oppor­ 
tunity to secure land, tools ami fairly 
extensive creilit upon reasonable term s 
which can not be done until the jiure- 
ly speculative element has been re- 
move<i from farm lands; the farm er 
must he given a larger word concern­ 
ing the price of his product and the 
distributing agcncie.s through which 
that product finds and got*s to a m ar­ 
ket; he must have 
school facilities 
eq ually as well adapted to the nee<ls 
of rural life as are city high schools 
to the needs of urban life; and he 
must have adeq uate opportunities and 
facilities for the promotion of indi­ 
vidual and community health, just as 
the health of the cities is promoted by 
free clinics, good hospitals, visiting 
nurses and the like. 
The other addre.ss of tho evening 
was delivered hy Prof. C. J. Brown, 
rural school specialist of the state de­ 
partm ent of education of Ixiuisiana, 
who devoted himself largely to an 
elaboration upon his morning address 
when he pointed out some of the ten­ 
dencies and defects of the rural school, 
his chief new point being that county 
and school superintendents should be 
elected by boards of education rather 
than by a popular vote of tho people. 
His contention is that the best teach­ 
ers do not care to become involved in 
politics because there is no assurance 
that the best q ualified teachers will 
be the most successful vote getters. 
The night program was precetlcd 
hy a short devotional service led by 
Dr. Nagler of the meteorological sec­ 
tion of the signal corps in training at 
College, an anthem by the soldiers’ 
chorus and a couple of vocal selections 
by Mrs. J. Webb Howell of Bryan 
with piano accompaniment 
by Mrs.

The statewide prohibition measure 
and the woman’s suffrage bill with 
55 other laws passed a t the fourth 
called session of the 35th legislature 
became effective today. All 
saloons 
closed at 9 :30 Tuesday night. 
With the state prohibition law in 
effect, saloon.s in the few towns that 
remained “w et” after the enactment 
of the 10-mile zone law, were closed. 
With this new law another 
liq uor 
measure is effective, prohibiting the 
shipment of intoxicants 
into 
Texas 
for commercial purposes. This is ta ­ 
ken to mean that under certain 
re­ 
strictions liq uor may be shipped in 
for medicinal purposes, as well as for 
personal use. 
Also, the zone law is 
automatically wiped out. 
The suffrage bill grants women the 
privilege of casting a vote in primary 
elections and nominating conventions 
in this state. 
A law providing for registration of 
automobiles with the county tax col­ 
lector also goes into effect. 
Several 
thousand registration 
blanks 
have 
been received here. 
One of the laws which is also ef­ 
fective provides for a $350,000 ap­ 
propriation for defraying 
the 
ex­ 
penses of mobilizing the new Texas 
national guard, prior to federalization. 
Included in the new laws are two of 
a patriotic nature. 
One req uires the 
teaching of lessons of patriotism in all 
public schools. 
The other makes it 
compul.sory to teach English in every 
public school. 
Helping a voter make out his ticket 
unless he is physically unable to do it 
himself is barred in one of these new 
laws. Another makes it compulsory to 
hold a double prim ary to elect state 
and district officers.

Increasing county school superin­ 
tendent’s salaries to $2400 a year. 
Raising the adjutant general’s sal­ 
ary’ to $3600. 
Prohibiting the city of Austin from 
taxing securities of insurance compa­ 
nies deposited in state treasury. 
Req uiring heads of state depart­ 
ments to file inventory of all furnish­ 
ings with superintendent of public 
buildings and grounds. 
Appropriating $100,000 to complete 
the negro insane asylum at Rusk.

Defining criminal assault and rais­ 
ing the age of consent to 18 years. 
Providing a penalty for contribut­ 
ing to the delinq uency of any minor 
under 17 years of age.

THRESHING OATS IN 


WHEELOGK SECTION 


W. s. Hanover, a well known citi­ 
zen of Wheelock, was in Bryan Tues­ 
day and stated to a representative of 
The Eagle th at the oat crop in 
his 
section was the finest he had ever 
seen. 
The beauty about the crop is, 
it is already made and harvested and 
the farm ers are well supplied with 
feed for another year. 
The farm ers this year are also try­ 
ing for the first time the project of 
threshing their oats and all are de­ 
lighted with it. 
Mr. Hanover said he 
was living on the place settled by his 
grandfather about 8 5 years ago and 
while more or less oats had 
been 
grown there practically every year 
since it was settled, this was the first 
oat crop ever threshed. 
Sam Cavitt 
put in a thresher and was not only 
threshing his own oats but also for 
his neighbors. 
Mr. Hanover had just 
finished threshing and his crop to­ 
talled 108 0 bushels, and in addition all 
the straw was baled for forage, which 
gives him a fine feed supply for the 
coming year, independent of his com, 
which is above an average crop. 
Mr. Hanover stated that Sam Cavitt 
had finished threshing his crop which 
totalled the splendid amount of 5000 
bushels. 
The thresher 
was moved 
Tuesday to the farm of Henry Seale 
near Benchley and his crop which was 
one of the largest and best in that 
whole section, is now being threshed.

It is folly to seek to divorce 
the 
small village from tho rural communi­ 
ty around it and in the service 
of 
which the village finds its only excuse 
for existence, declared Dr. Hermann 
N. Morse of New York before the war 
conference on rural social activities at 
A. and M. college last night. 
His 
theme was “ Social Justice in the Rural 
Community,” and his first point was 
that it is impossible to get the best 
results when the social life of 
the 
rural precincts is based upon neigh­ 
borhood boundaries, as that unit is too 
small to permit a successful grappling 
with the big problems of rural life. 
Among the other points stressed by 
Dr. Morse were that a rural communi­ 
ty needs expert special service, ren­ 
dered by persons who are naturally 
rural-minded and of fairly permanent 
residence in the community they seek 
to serve; the farm er must ha\«- oppor­ 
tunity to secure land, tools and fairly 
extensive credit upon reasonable terms 
which can not be done until the pure­ 
ly speculative element has been re­ 
moved from farm lands; the fanner 
must be given a larger word concern­ 
ing the price of his product and the 
distributing agencies through which 
that product finds and goes to a m ar­ 
ket; he must have 
school facilities 
equally as well adapted to the needs 
of rural life as are city high schools 
to the needs of urban life; and he 
must have adequate opportunities and 
facilities for the promotion of indi­ 
vidual and community health, just as 
the health of the cities is promoted by 
free clinics, good hospitals, visiting 
nurses and the like. 
The other address of the evening 
was delivered by Prof. C. J. Brown, 
rural school specialist of the state de­ 
partm ent of education of Loui iana. 
who devoted himself largely to an 
elaboration upon his morning address 
when he pointed out some of the ten­ 
dencies and defects of the rural school, 
his chief new point being that county 
and school superintendents should be 
elected by boards of education rather 
than by a popular vote of the people. 
His contention is that the best teach­ 
ers do not care to become involved in 
politics because there is no a s s u ra n c e 
that the best qualified teachers will 
be the most successful vote getters. 
The night program was preceded 
by a short devotional service led by 
Dr. Nagler of the meteorological sec­ 
tion of the signal corps in training at 
College, an anthem by the soldiers’ 
chorus and a couple of vocal selections 
by Mrs. J. Webb Howell of Bryan 
with piano accompaniment 
by Mrs.

The young minister preparing him­ 
se lf for rural service may well sacri­ 
fice much of his Hebrew and even 
some of his New Testament Greek, if 
need be. in order to give more atten­ 
tion to rural sociology and economics 
and other related topics calculated to 
equip him for his peculiar task in the 
country communities which he expects 
to serve, declared Dr. Colby D. Hall, 
dean of the Bible school of Texas 
Christian university, in an address be­ 
fore the rural church and school sec­ 
tional meeting at A. and M. college 
this morning. 
Dr. Hall spoke upon “Training of 
the Rural M inistry,” and among the 
points he emphasized were that a min­ 
ister, whether urban or rural, needs a 
good general education 
and should 
have the A. B. degree from a good col­ 
lege and the B, D. degree from a good 
seminary; his social education should 
not be negh etc ii and he should be able 
to take his normal place in life no 
m atter where he is located, though 
the rural minister can keep in touch 
with rural interests during his college 
career by continuing to preach 
to 
rural people; he needs a vision of the 
field he intends to enter and shuold ex­ 
perience a definite call to serve; and 
he needs a knowledge of general so­ 
ciology’ and economics as a prepara­ 
tion for his course in the rural appli­ 
cation of these subjects. 
Following the address of Dr. Hall 
Rev. Millar Burrows, pastor of the 
Wallace Presbyterian church in Van 
Zandt county, one of the dem onstra­ 
tion rural churches established by the 
home mission board of the Presbyte­ 
rian church, told oi the social work he 
is doing among his young people. He 
first, got hold of his young people, he 
raid, by organizing them into a Chris­ 
tian Endeavor society and an organiz­ 
ed Bible class and through these agen- 
cie- he has got them interested 
in 
church work and induced them to take 
up special social work in the 
com­ 
munity in the way of singing classes, 
giving church socials, plays and the 
like. The church observes the nation­ 
al holidays with appropriate programs 
in which all the people of the com­ 
munity participate, and the boys of 
the community are organized into the 
farm boy cavaliers, a rural adaptation 
of the boy scout movement.

discussed plant diseases and the part 
which rural pastors and teachers can 
play in combatting them.

MRS. STORY INDICTED 


The statewide prohibition measure 
and the woman’s suffrage bill with 
55 other laws passed at the fourth 
called session of the 35th legislature 
became effective today. All 
saloons 
closed at 9:30 Tuesday night. 
With the state prohibition law in 
effect, saloons in the few towrns that 
remained ‘V e t” after the enactment 
of the 10-mile zone law’, were closed. 
With this new’ law another 
liquor 
measure is effective, prohibiting the 
shipment of intoxicants 
into 
Texas 
for commercial purposes. This is ta ­ 
ken to mean that under certain 
re­ 
strictions liquor may be shipped in 
for medicinal purposes, as well as for 
personal use. 
Also, the zone law is 
automatically wiped out. 
The suffrage bill grants women the 
privilege of casting a vote in primary 
elections and nominating conventions 
in this state. 
A law providing for registration of 
automobiles with the county tax col­ 
lector also goes into effect. 
Several 
thousand registration 
blanks 
have 
been received here. 
One of the laws which is also ef­ 
fective provides for a $350,000 ap­ 
propriation for defraying 
the 
ex­ 
penses of mobilizing the new Texas 
national guard, prior to federalization. 
Included in the new laws are two of 
a patriotic nature. 
One requires the 
teaching of lessons of patriotism in all 
public schools. 
The other makes it 
compulsory to teach English in every 
public school. 
Helping a voter make out his ticket 
unless he is physically unable to do it 
himself is barred in one of these new 
laws. Another makes it compulsory to 
hold a double prim ary to elect state 
and district officers.

The beauty about the crop is, 
it is already made and harvested and 
the farm ers are well supplied with 
feed for another year. 
The farm ers this year are also try ­ 
ing for the first time the project of 
threshing their oats and all are de­ 
lighted with it. 
Mr. Hanover said he 
was living on the place settled by his 
grandfather about 85 years ago and 
while more or less oats had 
been 
grown there practically every year 
since it was settled, this was the first 
oat crop ever threshed. 
Sam Cavitt 
put in a thresher and was not only 
threshing his own oats but also for 
his neighbors. 
Mr. Hanover had just 
finished threshing and his crop to­ 
talled 1080 bushels, and in addition all 
the straw was baled for forage, which 
gives him a fine feed supply for the 
coming year, independent of his corn, 
which is above an average crop. 
Mr. Hanover stated that sam Cavitt 
had finished threshing his crop which 
totalled the splendid amount of 5000 
bushels. 
The thresher 
was moved 
Tuesday to the farm of Henry Seale 
near Benchley and his crop which was 
one of the largest and best in that 
whole section, is now being threshed.

CAPO SILE BRIDGEHEAD. 
(B y Associated Press) 
Rome, June 26.—Italian troops on 
the southern part of the Piave front 
not only occupied Capo Sile bridge­ 
head but have extended it and took 
400 prisoners. 


OFFENSIVE IN THE 
MOUNTAIN REGIONS. 
Holding the upper hand along the 
borders of the Venetian plain, the 
Italians have turned on the offensive 
against the^m ^py in the mountain re­ 
gion and are attacking on various sec­ 
tors. 
Notablen gains of ground have 
been made and in addition to heavy 
casualties inflicted on the enemy a 
large number of Austrians have been 
made prisoner and 16 machine guns 
have been captured, according 
to 
Rome. The A ustrian war ofice, how­ 
ever, asserts that all attacks in this 
region have been repulsed. 
W ith the capture of 1625 Austro- 
Hungarians on the lower Piave, the 
Italians have disposed of the last of 
the troops which crossed the river in 
the offensive begun June 15. 
How many Italians have crossed the 
Piave in pursuit of those who fled, 
and what success the pursuers have 
had, if any, the dispatches do not say. 
It seems probable that the Austro- 
Hungarians have not retreated any 
considerable distance to the east 
of 
the Piave. 
In accounting the defeat 
of the Austrians, Generai Diaz, com­ 
mander of the Italians, says that the 
“battle is for the time being reduced 
to local actions.” The dispatches from 
Rome dated Tuesday all deal 
with 
Monday’s events. 
The Mont Grappa neighborhood is 
listed among the danger points and it 
is here that the Austrians have made 
several attem pts to start an Italian 
retreat. 
The Italian positions 
were 
improved by the capture of some van­ 
tage points. 
Altogether it appears that the Ital­ 
ians have captured some 55,000 Aus­ 
tro-Hungarians since June 15. 
The 
A ustrian 
official 
statem ent 
dated 
Tuesday Is worded in conservative lan­ 
guage as far as it continues to break 
the news of the A ustrian defeat to 
the people at home. 
It says that at 
San Dona di Piave covering troops 
protecting the crossing “of our di­ 
visions have had to ward off strong 
attacks during the last few days. Here 
also we have been able to carry out 
our movement in accordance 
with 
plans and without loss of m aterial.” 
Apparently these covering troops are 
included in the 1625 captured by the 
Italians in the final roundup. 
Speaking of the fight in the moun­ 
tain region, where the Italians cap­ 
tured some prisoners, 
the 
Vienna 
statem ent asserts that “the Italians 
were thrown back everywhere, at sev­ 
eral places by counter attacks.” 
It 
may be rem arked th a t “everywhere, 
at several places,” is a new expression 
in official war statem ents, apparently 
designed to break the news gently that 
the other fellow has gained 
sonic 
ground.

run. 
Tuesday these m en and so me 
o f the ladies, to gether w ith abo ut a 
do zen sw eet yo ung girls co nstituted

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PUT THE CINER ON 
COMMIIIY BASIS 


Vote for Democrats Who Support the President 
and the War. 


Vice President Marshall says Demo­ 
crats should stand behind those Demo­ 
cratic candidates only who support the 
president and the war. 
A Temple 
man communicated 
to one of the 
morning dailies this week to the ef­ 
fect that Jam es E. Ferguson, 
who 
thinks he is in the race for governor, 
has not in his Ferguson’s Forum, his 
political sheet published a t Temple, 
ever said a single word in praise of 
the president or condemnatory of the 
kaiser or German Prussianism. 
On 
April IO, 1917, citizens of Dallas held 
a mass meeting which was intended to 
voice their approbation of the admin­ 
istration at W ashington 
and confi­ 
dence in President Wilson. Jam es E. 
Ferguson spoke at that meeting for 
an hour and a half against President 
Wilson and the draft law. 
At tho 
conclusion of the sflbpcch the crowd al­ 
most unanimously adopted a motion 
that the president be followed on the 
selective draft law. On the following 
day, April ll, 1917, Ferguson deposit­ 
ed in the American National bank at 
Austin, after banking hours, $25,000 
in currency, and on April 13, 1917, two 
days later, he caused to be shipped 
to the Houston National 
Exchange 
bank another $25,000 in currency. This 
is $50,000 of the $156,000 he received 
so mysteriously and will not tell where 
he got it, said General M. M. Crane 
in his Houston speech. 
“W hether the two items of currency 
had anything to do with his opposi­ 
tion to the president’s plan is for him 
to disclose as he has never told where 
he got that currency. The suggestion 
herein made finds further support in 
the fact as disclosed by the evidence 
of the recent congressional investiga­ 
tion that the German alliance formed 
in America with the approval of the 
kaiser, was very ardently supporting 
him in 1914, and presumably they con­ 
tinued to support him as long as he 
did their bidding. 
Two of the things 
the German alliance insisted on were 
teaching 
German in the 
common 
schools of America and the control 
of the universities of the nation. 
It 
is to be noted that all the professors 
whom Jim Ferguson wished to have 
dismissed were ardent American pa­ 
triots. 
The one he wished retained 
was Professor Keasby, who was subse­ 
quently dismissed by the board of re­ 
gents because there was a question as 
to his loyalty to the country and flag 
but he was a friend of Ferguson. 
I 
care not which horn of the dilemma 
Jim Ferguson takes whether he w ant­ 
ed to destroy the university because 
he could not add it to his political m a­ 
chine, however much it m ight em bar­ 
rass the president in training experts 
for the army, or whether he was seek­ 
ing to control it for the benefit of his 
friends of the German alliance, that 
alliance always having been for him 
is a m atter I do not f(‘el it necessary 
to determine at present.” 
Mr. Ferguson has naturally denied 
the conclusions deduced by these inci­ 
dents and proclaimed his loyalty but 
he has not as yet succeeded in refut­ 
ing the implications. He can do that 
only by telling where he got the $156,- 
000. He said in the impeachment trial 
th a t friends loaned it to him without 
security of any kind. Were these the 
rig h t sort of friends they would re­ 
lease him of his obligation to secrecy 
now th u t he is unquestionably em ­ 
barrassed by the implied charges of 
disloyalty. The German alliance is no 
more. 
The breweries of I exas are 
all in the 10-mile zone and the prohi­ 
bition question, now that Texas wom­ 
en have been given the ballot, will 
likely 
be settled forever within the 
next two years. 
They doubtless see 
the handw riting on the wall. 
If they 
gave Ferguson the money they made 
a m ighty poor investm ent as things 
Have rurneu'uU.. • lh y roved a boomer­ 
ang for them and for him. 
i'Wey 
could save him now and lose no more 
than they will anyhow, if they would 
acknowledge having given him 
the 
money, if they did. 'Ihe probabilities 
are th at if they gave him that money 
it was not as brewers but as agents 
for the German alliance. 
T hat he is 
allied with the pro-Germans is fu r­ 
ther evidenced by the fact that he, 
a few’ weeks ago, filed two law suits 
and instead of filing them in 
his 
home county or the county of the de­ 
fendant he filed then, both in^ strong 
German counties in 'Iexas. 
lins is 
an insult 
to the loyal American.-, of 
German extraction in those counties 
and pre-supposes a disloyalty that ex­ 
ists in the hearts of only a tew G*i- 
mans now’. 
Thousands of them ai» 
just as loyal as any Americans in 
the w’orld. 
Cut where there are pro- 
Germans among them there will be 
found Ferguson men and Ferguson, 
knowing that, fig u re d th at la- was 


entering tho house of his friends and 
co-laborers in filing these suits where 
he did. 
Vice 
President 
Marshall 
is 
a 
staunch Democrat. 
Notwithstanding 
he spoke to the Democrats of Indiana 
he was addressing the Democrats of 
Texas. 
He told us to support those 
Democrats who are backing the presi­ 
dent and the war. 
Ferguson’s public 
record has been that of opposition to 
the president and the adm inistration 
plan of conducting the war. 
Hence, 
as loyal Democrats wTe can not 
ac­ 
knowledge the leadership of \\ ilson 
and Marshall and at the same time 
consistently vote for Ferguson. 
Hobby's record has been a consist­ 
ent war record.

added a fourth, the growth of com­ 
munity life. Jefferson in hi.s lifetime 
referred to it and urged his people to 
div ide their counties into 
“wards,’ 
probably meaning well tlefined com­ 
munities. 
The « loctor then de.scribed 
a v isit to Bethel, a South 
Carolina 
rural community, the center of which 
was marked by two roads that crossed 
each other. Three small schools w'cre 
combined and a .school hou.se with an 
auditorium was erected there, one of 
the old school buildings was use<l as 
the teacher’s house. A plot of 10 acres 
surrounded the .school hou.se, si.x of 
which were used for instructional pur­ 
poses. The teacher was an A. B. grad-

Dr. Mitchell closed with a de.scrip- 
tiv e narrativ e of the Hammonds high 
.school, it.s .-mall beginning but it.s won­ 
derful influence on the affairs

the nation, hav ing s. nt from it.s door.s 
Jefferson, John Marshall, Monroe and 
Madison, 
Mr. Payne before he introduced Dr. 
.Morse .stated that there are 500 teach­ 
ers homes in I’exas and Texas leads 
the nation. 
Dr. Morse, he .'^aid, is a 
member of the Presbyterian board of 
home mi.ssions and the Preshyterian.s 
hav e done more to study the rural 
church problems and sought solutions 
than any other denomination. 
Dr. .Morse in opening spoke of a lit­ 
tle Tennc.s.sec mountain community he 
v isitetl. There was one little store and 
in the window wa.s a serv ice flag with 
two star.s. 
They had perhaps rai.sed 
$ 50 a year for community affairs and 
yet had giv en about three times that 
to the Red Cross. This means a great 
many things other than the awakening 
of the people of the community. When 
wc hav e won this war and made the 
world .sate for democracy wc shall 
hav e just begun for what we shall 
hav e to do is to work out in the rural 
community the best life affords. 
He 
recited in entertaining manner an in­ 
terv iew with a Mississippi farm er who 
declared that improv ement comes in 
patches, one undertaking following an­ 
other, each meeting 
and gradually 
ov ercoming opposition. And it is true, 
he said. 
There was the man who cared for 
nothing in the world except “nie and 
my wife, my .son John and his wife, 
we four anil no more.” 
He wa.s not 
selfish, he said. The Kact is that he 
claimed too little. 
He should hav e 
claimed his neighbor.s near and 
far 
among his possessions 
and become 
more greatlv selfish. 
Asking “Has the rural church lost 
in pi'ostige?” Dr. Morse took 
the 
v iew' that the trouble is that 
the 
chiu'ch may be too prone to approach 
the problem with the v iewpoint of 50 
years ago, 
“We hav e assumed that 
the community owes the church a liv ­ 
ing regardless of serv ice.” 
hat is 
the function of a church in a communi­ 
ty, he a.sked. I.s it religious expression 
and dev elopment? 
Illustrating 
his 
point he spoke of a poor church which 
was poor because the farm ers were 
poor, shiftless tenants and the schools 
were poor and shiftless. 
“ Isn’t 
it 
true,” he asked, “that there are poor, 
shiftless farm ers because of the in- 
.stitutions that serv e it, the church and 
the school ?” 
W hatev er is the outstanding problem 
of the community is v ital to the re­ 
ligious interest. A certain county had 
v ery poor soil and was a poor county. 
But limestone roads were built, 
the 
limestone dust blew 
onto the fields, 
clov er sprang up and a minister de­ 
clared that where clov er w'ould grow 
so would alfalfa. 
Limestone and al­ 
falfa then became religious concerns 
in that community. 
A Catholic priest in a rural com- 


munity told Dr. Morse he had just three 
tenets, good roads whereby the people 
could get to church and to market, re­ 
creation whereby the young people 
would be properly dev eloped under hi.s 
guidance and catechatical instruction 
as the religious feature. 
The customary test of the success 
of a church is to count the ro.scs. He 
spoke of a county in Ohio that led 
the state in illegitimacy and illiteracy 
and yet had had 15(M) rev iv als. “There 
may he no connection bctw'een the con­ 
dition and the rev iv als, but the sad 
part is that there is no connection w'ith 
religion,” he .said. 
“Pure bred churches do 
not grow 
where there are razorback hogs,” he 
sai<i in illustrating the need for a high­ 
er church standard 
in the country. 
“The church thta does not interest it­ 
self in whatev er is for the w'olfare of 
the community is digging its 
own 
grav e. 
The test of church success is 
that of u.sefulness. 
The problem of 
the church today is to take the old 
story and interpret it in the language 
of the community.” 
'I’he conference thus opened 
will 
continue with day and night 
sessions 
throughout the week. 
To make Jesus and his principles 
dominant in the life of the indiv idual 
and the community. 
To do what Christ would be doing 
were he on earth in person today. 
To supply whatev er need an indi­ 
v idual or community may hav e. 
To prov ide better food an<l clothing 
and houses for the people 
through 
bringing them into touch with better 
systems of production and marketing 
of farm products. 
To serv e the spiritual, intellectual, 
the economic and the .social life of the 
community. 
These were announced a.s the duties 
of the rural church by O. C. Pajme, 
editor of Holland’s Magazine, in an 
interesting address before the 
w'ar 
conference on rural .social activ ities at 
A. and .M. college thi.s morning, 
Mr, 
Payne spoke on the subject, “The So­ 
cial Responsibility of the Church,” ami 
in addition to the points 
stres.sed 
abov e he declared that whatev er is 
good for man is Christian and that the 
church is doing Christian serv ice in 
supplying those needs. The te.st of a 
man is no longer is he a good man? 
but that he shall do good. 
Some of the tendencies, good and 
bad, of the rural school were discussed 
by Prof. C. J. Brown, rural school spe­ 
cialist of the .state departm ent of edu­ 
cation of Ix)ui: iana. Among the points 
he stres.sed were the following: 
The .'mall school i.s doomed and the 
change in organization of the rural 
school whereby sev eral small schools 
are being consolidated into one strong 
one is altogether wholesome. 
The county unit of administration, 
finance and school management is de- 
.sirable and ¡.' rapidly coming. 
An enriched curriculum is needed 
but it must be limited. 
PeiTnancnt teachers are one of the 
greatest needs of rural schools and 
the e.'tablishment of teacherages is 
coming to solv e this problem in a 
large way . 
The proportion of women teachers 
in the rural schools is too great, but 
the remedy for this has not 
been 
found. 
Many schools are trying to cov er 
too many subjects and do too many 
things, compelling them to ov erlook 
giv ing the proper empha.sis to things 
which are fundamental. 
G reater sanity is needed on the part 
of many educators, especially in re­ 
gard to attitude toward the war, and 
the addre.sses of President W ilson on 
this country's w ar aims should 
be 
.'tudied in the class room and in the 
armv training camps. 
Prof. W. F. Doughty, state super- 
intemient, who presided at the double 
conference—those on the iniral church 
and the rural school 
hav ing been 
merged for today—announced in call­ 
ing the body to order, that the aim 
of the state departm ent of education 
was to bring all the rural schools up 
to a .state of 100 per cent efficiency 
and then enlist all the children in these 
schools. 
Following the chief addresses of the 
morning there was a round table dis­ 
cussion opened to giv e the persons in 
attendance upon the meeting an op­ 
portunity to express their v iew's and 
Dr. W. S. Sutton, dean of education in 
the Univ ersity of Texas and 
others 
participated in this feature of the pro- 
gram. 
This afternoon the delegates 
and 
other v isitors to the conference were 
taken for an automobile inspection of 
the w ar work that is being done by 
the college, the college grounds and 
of the experiment station farm, 
the 
feeding and breeding stations and the 
v arious projects which are being car­ 
ried on there. 
For tonight’s open meeting m the 
college airdome to which the public 
i.s inv ited the .speakers will be Prof. 
C. J. Brown, 
rural school specialist 
of the state departm ent of education 
of Louisiana, and Dr. Hermann N. 
Morse, rural church specialist of the 
homo mission board of the Presbyte­ 
rian church.

Major 
Townes agreed to this and stated he 
would see W. C. Boyett, discuss the 
m atter with him and get his resigna­ 
tion or in lieu of that write him a let­ 
ter rev iewing the situation. The coun­ 
cil then .submitted the names of Dr. 
Ray.sor, 
Mr. 
Arm strong and A. B. 
O’Flaherty, all of whom were satis­ 
factory to Major Townes. 
While the.se gentlemen w’ere loth to

NEGRO DELINCUENT 


ARMY REGISTRANTS 


From Friday » Dallv Ea« l« 
One by one the local 
exemption 
board is catching up with delinq uent 
registrants, finding them in all sec­ 
tions of the country. 
Most of them 
are negroes and sev eral are Mexicans 
w'ho although they registered as .sub­ 
jects of Mexico, feared they would be 
drafted. 
No delinq uent white 
men 
hav e been found, those thus disposed 
usually seeking deferred classification 
or tem porary postponement of their 
calls. 
This morning’s mail brought 
to 
Chief Clerk Grifin interesting infor­ 
mation relativ e to Charles Powell, a 
negro registrant who had responded 
to no call of the board, nev er hav ing 
filled out his q uestionnaire or been ex- 
' amined. 
The local board at Shermari 
reported the detention of Powell and 
expressed the opinion that his delin­ 
q uency is wilful, supporting this opin­ 
ion bv affidav its and offering to re­ 
q uire him to fill out his q uestionnaire, 
hav e him examined and send him to 
Camp Bowie. They say he is ev ident­ 
ly a bad negro but will make a gc*d 
soldier. 
One of the affidav its is by 
Dan Shiv ers who swears that three 
days after registration 
on June 5, 
1917, Powell stated that registering is 
all he would do and that they would 
nev er get him in the army. The oth­ 
er affidav it is by A. T. Cook who 
swears that when he a.sked 
Powell 
about his q uestionnaire he ^a'd ..e '.v es 
too young to register. 
This was in 
December, 1917. 
Another case is that of Ciphers Mc- 
Gowen, a negro reported by .a lo^al 
board at Springfield, Mass., where his 
allegiance was located by the police 
through his possession of a regi.stra- 
tion card. 
McGowen registered 
at 
Steele’s Store. 
He had nev er nllcd 
out his q uestionnaire. 
In response to 
this adv ice, Mr. Griffin wrote 
the 
Springfield board to req uire him to 
fill out his q uestionnaire, hav e him 
examined and inv estigate to find out 
if his delinq uency is wilful. 


J, W. Greer has returned from the 
conv ention of the League of Texas 
Municipalities w’ith sev eral im portant 
m atters in mind that w’ill be good for 
Bryan. While there he discussed with 
v arious members and listened to and 
participated in the v arious discussions 
relativ e to sanitation and health. Bry­ 
an has two problems, one of which is 
the cleaning of open closets and keep­ 
ing them clean, and the other is the 
public toilet proposition. None there 
present offered any solution of 
the 
first problem, that he considered ap 
plicable to Bryan, better than that al­ 
ready proposed, and as to the second 
he found a cheap substitute for the 
high priced fixtures usually installed 
in toilet rooms. 
Another im portant subject brought 
up and di.scussed was the eq uitable ap­ 
portionment between towns and rural 
sections of the marines receiv ed from 
automobile license taxes, half of which 
is returned to the counties for 
a 
maintenance fund. The statem ent was 
made that 67 per cent of the w'ealth 
and population are in the cities and 
yet the speaker had nev er heard of a 
county judge who 
recognized 
the 
cities as hav ing any rights to these 
funds. 
To this Mr. Greer responded that he 
knew of one county judge who had 
apportioned approximately $ 40,000 of 
a good roads fund to a city and later 
had about doubled it. 
“Who is it? 
Name him!” sev eral 
shouted. 
“His name is Maloney and he is the 
judge of Brazos county and the for­ 
mer mayor of Bryan.” 
“H urrah for Maloney,” the crowd 
shouted.

Pursuit and Cupture of Happiness 
tor the People in the Rural Com­ 
munities the Conference Theme 


From Tuesday's Daily Eagle 
O pening the rural w ar conference at 
the college last night Dr. W. B. Biz- 
xell outlined the inspiration and p ur­ 
poses of the organization. 
He said 
the country had its problem s the sam e 
as the city. 
It m ight surprise some 
to know th a t the rural com m unity has 
its slum problem s. 
There is the land 
tenure problem s w ith the steady in­ 
crease in farm tenants in this state 
from about 33 per cent several years 
ago to about 55 per cent now. 
The 
country has its housing problem and 
the rural church and rural school has 
its problem s. 
In this conference, the 
first, it is hoped to drop a pebble in 
the ocean of thought th a t its w avelets 
m ay surge upon every shore in Texas. 
The conference will go on with annual 
sessions. There is no conflict with the 
farm ers congress or any other sim ilar 
organization. Before m any weeks su r­ 
veys of the state will be made looking 
to an investigation of rural problems 
and the results of these w ill be really 
fo r the conference next year. 
Dr. Bizzell then introduced O. C. 
Payne, editor of H olland’s M agazine, 


uate and he is on the job all the year. 
A large p art of th a t com m unity is the 
teacher’s home. The physician’s house 
is there and a little w ay off is the 
church w ith the parsonage. “And they 
are all painted. 
“I have prayed for 
53 years,” said the doctor,

who is to preside over all the night 
sessions of the conference.

m unity, the village and the sm all town 
w hat we think they ought to be. 
The 
w ar is not only going to make many 
changes but it has already done that, 
we are not the sam e people we were 
six m onths ago. 
O ther changes are 
going to take place and we are going 
aw ay from the old order of things. 
Dr. Sam uel C. Mitchell, president of 
D elaw are college, whom he first in­ 
troduced, opened his rem arks with the 
.statem ent th a t since he had been at 
the college the m ilitary atm osphere 
m ade him feel th a t he is in a fortress, 
but he realized 
th a t it is a moral 
fo rtress sounding its big guns for the 
benefit of all the people of Texas. 
In 
the old south there were three bases 
o f m oral stren g th , the home, 
the 
church and the state. 
Now we have 
added a fourth, the grow th of com­ 
m unity life. Jefferson in his lifetim e 
re ferred to it and urged his people to 
divide their counties into 
“ w ards,’ 
probably m eaning well defined com* 
reunifies. 
The doctor then described 
a visit to Bethel, a South 
t arui i n.I 
rural com m unity, the center of which 
w as m arked by two roa is that d o ssed 
each other. 
T hree small schools were 
combined and a school house w ith an 
auditorium w as erected there, one of 
the old school buildings was used as 
the teacher’s house. A plot of IO acre- 
surrounded the school house, .six of 
which were used for instructional put 
pones.

: have (lone more to study the rural 
! church problems and sought solutions 
[than any other denom ination. 
Dr. Morse in opening spoke of a lit­ 
tle Tennessee m ountain com m unity he 
\ isited. There was one little store and 
in the window' was a service flag w ith 
two stars. 
They had perhaps raised 
$50 a year for com m unity affairs end 
yet had given about three tim es th at 
to the Bed Cross. This m eans a g reat 
m any things other th an the aw akening 
of the people of the com m unity. W hen 
we have won this w ar and made the 
world safe for dem ocracy we shall 
have ju st begun fo r w hat we shall 
have to do is to work out in the ru ral 
com m unity the best life affords. 
He 
recited in entertaining m anner an in­ 
terview w ith a M ississippi farm er w ho 
declared th a t im provem ent comes in 
patches, one undertaking follow ing an­ 
other, each m eeting 
and gradually 
overcom ing opposition. And it is true, 
he said. 
There was the m an who cared 
for 
nothing in the w’orld except “me and 
my wife, my son John and his wife, 
we four and no m ore.” 
He was not 
selfish, he said. The tact is th at he 
claim ed too little. 
He should have 
claim ed his noighliors near anil 
tai 
am ong his possessions 
and become 
more greatly selfish. 
A sking “ Has the rural church lost 
in p re stig e ? ” Dr. Morse took 
the 
view th at the trouble is th a t 
th 
church m ay be too prone to approach 
the problem w ith the viewpoint of 60 
years ago. 
“ We have assum ed th at 
the com m unity owes the church a liv­ 
ing regardless of service. 
W hat ie 
the function of a church in a com m uni­ 
ty, he asked. Is it religious expression 
and developm ent? 
Illu stratin g 
his 
point he spoke of a poor church which 
was poor because the farm ers were 
poor, shiftless tenants and the schools 
were poor and shiftless. 
“ Is n t 
it 
tru e,” he asked, “ th a t there are poor, 
shiftless farm ers because of tho in­ 
stitu tio n s th a t serve it, the church and 
the school?” 
W hatever is the outstanding problem 
of the com m unity is vital to the re­ 
ligious interest. 
A certain county had 
very poor soil and w as a poor county, 
But lim estone roads were built, 
the 
lim estone dust blew 
onto the fields, 
clover sp ran g up and a m inister de­ 
clared th a t where clover would grow 
so would alfalfa. 
Lim estone and a l­ 
falfa then became religious concerns 
in th a t com m unity. 
A Catholic priest in a ru ral com­ 


m unity told Dr. Morse he had ju st three 
tenets, good roads w hereby the people 
could get to church and to m arket, re ­ 
creation w hereby the young people 
would be properly developed under his 
guidance and catechatical instruction 
as the religious feature. 
The custom ary te st of the .success 
of a church is to count the roses. 
He 
spoke of a county in Ohio th a t led 
the sta te in illegitim acy and illiteracy 
and y et had had 1500 revivals. “There 
may be no connection betw een the con­ 
dition and the revivals, but the sad 
p art is th at there is no connection w ith 
religion,” he said. 
“Pure bred churches do 
not grow 
w’here there are razorback hogs,” he 
laid in illustrating the need fo r a high­ 
er church standard 
in the country. 
“The church th ta does not interest it­ 
self in w hatever is fo r the w elfare of 
the com m unity is digging its 
ow’n 
grave. 
The te st of church success is 
th a t of usefulness. 
The problem of 
the church today is to take the old 
story and in terp ret it in the language 
of the com m unity.” 
The conference thus opened 
will 
continue w ith day and night sessions 
throughout the week. 
To make Jesus and his principles 
dom inant in the life of the individual 
and the com m unity. 
To do w hat C hrist would be doing 
w ere he on earth in person today. 
To supply w hatever need an indi­ 
vidual or com m unity m ay have. 
To provide b etter food and clothing 
and houses fo r the people 
through 
bringing them 
into touch w ith better 
system s of production and m arketing 
of farm products. 
To serve the spiritual, intellectual, 
the economic and the social life of the 
com m unity. 
These w ere announced as ihe duties 
of the rural church by 0 . C. Payne, 
editor of H olland’s M agazine, in an 
interesting address before the 
w ar 
conference on ru ral social activities a t 
A. and M. college th is m orning. 
Mr. 
Payne spoke on the subject, “The So­ 
cial R esponsibility of the C hurch,” and 
in addition to the points 
stressed 
above he declared th a t w hatever is 
good for man is C hristian and th at the 
church is doing C hristian service in 
supplying those needs. 
The test of a 
man is no longer is he a good m an? 
but th a t he shall do good. 
Some of the tendencies, good and 
bad, of the ru ral school were discussed 
by Prof. C. J. Brown, ru ral school spe­ 
cialist of the state departm ent of edu­ 
cation of lo u isian a. Among the points 
he stressed were the following: 
The sm all school is doomed and the 
ch an g e in organization of the ru ral 
school w’hereby several sm all schools 
are being consolidated into one strong 
one is altogether wholesome. 
The county unit of adm inistration, 
finance and school m anagem ent is de­ 
sirable and is rapidly coming. 
An enriched curriculum is needed 
but it m ust be lim ited. 
Perm anent teachers are one of tho 
g rea te st needs of ru ral schools and 
the establishm ent of teacherage^ is 
com ing to solve th is problem in a 
larg e way. 
The proportion of women teachers 
in the rural schools is too great, but 
the rem edy for th is has not 
been 
found. 
M any schools are try in g to cover 
too m any subjects and do too m any 
things, com pelling them to overlook 
giving the proper empha.-is to things 
which are fundam ental. 
G reater sanity is needed on the p art 
of m any educators, especially in re ­ 
g ard to attitu d e tow ard the war, and 
the addresses of P resident W ilson on 
this country’s w ar aim s should 
be 
,-tudied in the class room and in the 
arm y train in g cam ps. 
Prof. W. F* D oughty, state super­ 
intendent, who presided a t the double 
conf ere nee— those on the rural church 
and the rural school 
having bei n 
m erged for today—announced in call­ 
ing the body to order, th a t the aim 
of the state departm ent of education 
w as to bring all the rural schools up 
to a state of KH) per cent efficiency 
and then enlist all the children in these 
schools. 
Following the chief addresses of the 
m orning there was a round table dis­ 
cussion opened to give the persons in 
attendance upon the m eeting an op­ 
portunity to express th eir views and 
Dr. W. S. Sutton, dean of ( ducat ion in 
the U niversity of Texas and 
others 
participated in this feature of the pro- 
gram . 
T his afternoon the delegates 
and 
other visitors to the conference w ere 
taken for an autom obile inspection of 
the w ar w ork th at is being done by 
the college, the college grounds and 
of the experim ent station farm , 
th** 
feeding and breeding stations and the 
various projects which are being car 
ried on there. 
For to n ig h t’s open m eeting in the 
college airdom e to which the public 
is invited the speakers w ill be I ref. 
C, J. Brown, 
ru ral school specialist 
of the state departm ent of education 
of Louisiana, and Dr. H erm ann N. 
Morse, ru ra l church specialist of the 
home mission board of the P resbyte­ 
rian church.

London, May 24.— (By M a il)— Ser­ 
v a nts in England may be known as 
“ household orderlies,” if a plan of the 
women’s industrial council works suc- 
ces.sfully. 
Promoters of the idea be­ 
liev e th.at the term of “ serv a nt” is ob­ 
jectionable to women workers and it 
is proposed to establish “ household or­ 
derly corps” in centers throughout the 
country. 
Women are to be trained and or­ 
ganized for household duties and un­ 
der present 
arrangements a wag e 
scale of 30 shilling s 
for a 48-hour 
week has been determined upon. From 
the district centers skilled “ domestic 
orderlies” are to he supplied to house­ 
holds for a desired number of hours 
each day. 
Attached to the centers will be a 
tra ining 
school, a restaurant 
and 
sleeping quarters, in charge of a man­ 
a g er. 
A hoard of management, com­ 
posed of representativ es of employers 
and w’orkers will decide the charges to 
he made to employei’s, the hours of 
work, holidays and the style of uni­ 
form to he w’orn. 
Promoters of the plan say it prom­ 
ises a solution of the household work­ 
ers’ problem and sug g ests a “ career” 
for thousands of girls who will lay 
dow n war work with the coming of 
peace and who w’ould find no a ttrac­ 
tions in domestic serv ice under pres­ 
ent conditions. 


American soldiers, who prize men­ 
tal as well as physical efficiency, are 
showing much 
interest in a "brain 
drill” recently introduced 
into 
the 
British army. 
Its purpose is to teach 
the British soldier to think 
quickly 
and to concentrate his mind on what 
he is doing. 
An officer lines up a company and 
as a preliminary to the brain drill puts 
the men through some simple ca lis­ 
thenics. 
“ Now,” he explains, “ when I say 
‘Do this,’ you’ll do it; hut if 1 say 
‘Do tha t,’ you won’t do it.” 
He care­ 
fully illustrates the motions to 
he 
done‘and then the motions not to he 
done. 
“ Ready! Do this. Do this, Do this.” 
The men obey. 
Suddenly his arm.-^ 
shoot down hy his side. 
“ Do tha t.” 
he commands. 
I’nthinkingly, half the 
men fall into the trap 
he has set. 
Amid the laughter of the rest they 
are orderc'd to fall out and stand aside. 
When all except two or three hav e 
h(’en eliminated the game is changed. 
'Fho men are formed into two lines, 
facing each other and about six yards 
apart. 
A cap is tossed on the ground 
midway hetw’ecn the lines and the men 
in couples, one from each line, walk 
slowly up to it and try to snatch it 
before the other can touch him. 
If, 
while the cap is held by the snatcher 
the other manages to put his fing er 
on him before he can jump away, the 
cap must be dropped and the contest 
renewed.

D iscussing the history and develop­ 
m ent of vocational agriculture in the 
southern states before the conference 
of teachers of vocational agriculture 
a t A. and M. college this m orning, 
C. H. Lane, federal agent for agricul­ 
tu ral education under 
the 
Sm ith- 
H ughes act, declared th a t the 
two 
g reat events in the history of a g ri­ 
cultural education in this country w ere 
the signing of the act creating 
toe 
land g ran t or agricultural and m e­ 
chanical colleges in the several states 
by P resident Lincoln in 1862, and the 
signing by President W ilson in Itll* 
of the Sm ith-H ughes act which makes 
possible the teaching 
of vocational 
agriculture not in the higher educa­ 
tional institutions of the natio but rn 
the public schools. 
I t was a wise thing in some w ays 
th a t the land g ran t oflloges are sep­ 
arate institutions from the state uni­ 
versities because in some 
instances 
where the state university and the land 
g ra n t college are one and the s a m e , 
the university officials have used the 
federal funds for practically 
every 
cause represented a t the college and 
agriculture has been greatly neglect­ 
ed, he said.

M ay 24.— (B y M ail)— Ser­ 
vants in England m ay be known as 
“household orderlies,’’ if a plan of the 
women’s industrial council w orks suc­ 
cessfully. 
P rom oters of the idea be­ 
lieve th a t the term of “ serv an t” is ob­ 
jectionable to women w orkers and it 
is proposed to establish ‘‘household or­ 
derly corps” in centers throughout the 
country. 
Women are to be trained and o r­ 
ganized for household duties and un­ 
der present 
arrangem ents a wage 
scale of 30 shillings 
for a 48-hour 
week has been determ ined upon. From 
the district centers skilled “dom estic 
orderlies” are to be supplied to house­ 
holds for a desired num ber of hours 
each day. 
A ttached to th e centers will be a 
train in g 
school, a restau ran t 
anti 
sleeping q u arters, in charge of a m an­ 
ager. 
A boart) of m anagem ent, com­ 
posed of re p re se n tativ es oi em ployers 
and w orkers will decide the charges t<> 
be made to em ployers, the hours of 
work, holidays and the style ot uni­ 
form to be worn. 
Prom oters of the plan say it prom ­ 
ises a solution of the household w ork­ 
ers’ problem and suggests a “career” 
fo r thousands of girls who will lay 
down w ar work w ith the coming of 
peace and who would find no a ttra c ­ 
tions in dom estic service under pres­ 
ent conditions. 


A m erican soldiers, who prize m en­ 
tal as well as physical efficiency, are 
show ing much 
interest in a “brain 1 
drill” recently introduced 
into 
the j 
B ritish arm y. 
Its purjiose is to teach 
the B ritish soldier to think 
quickly 
and to concentrate his mind on what 
he is doing. 
An officer lines up a company and 
as a prelim inary to the brain drill p u ts 
the men through some sim ple calis­ 
thenics. 
“ Now,” he explains, “ when I say 
‘Do th is,’ you’ll do it; but if I say 
‘Do th a t,’ you won’t do it.” 
He care­ 
fully illu strates the m otions to 
be 
do n e‘and then the motions not to be 
done. 
“ Ready! Do this, Do this, Do this.” 
The men obey. 
Suddenly his arms 
shoot down by his side. 
‘‘Do th a t.’ 
he comm ands. 
U nthinkingly, half the 
men fall into the tra p 
he has set. 
Amid the laughter of the rest they 
are ordered to fall out and stand aside. 
W hen all except two or three have 
been elim inated the gam e is changed. 
The men are form ed into two lines, 
facing each other and about six yards 
ap art. 
A cap is tossed on the ground 
midway betw een the lines and the men 
in couples, one from each line, walk 
slowly up to it and try to snatch it 
before the other can touch him. 
lf, 
while the cap is held by the snatcher 
the other m anages to put his finger 
on him bt*fore he can jum p aw ay, the 
cap m ust be dropped and the contest 
renewed. 
A t last one whisks the cap 
aw ay and is off. 
“Crows and C ranes” is another fea­ 
ture of the drill. 
Again the men are 
lined up about ten yards ap art, the 
officer standing betw een. 
“Those on my left,” the officer says, 
“are cranes and those on my rig h t are 
crow s, 
lf I shout ‘Crows,’ the cranes 
will dash off and the cranes 
will 
chase them . 
Now, are you re a d y ? ” 
Then for nearly a m inute he stands, 
giving an im itation of an autom obile 
engine running 
free at full speed. 
“C r-r-r-r-r-r.” 
Both lines stand tense 
and eager, aw aiting the word.
